TK  are  glad  to  print  several  communi- 
^ ^ cations  in  the  columns  of  this  issue. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  students  take 
sufficient  interest  in  their  paper  to  help  it  not 
only  with  their  money,  but  by  the  use  of  their 
pens.  A college  paper  is  what  the  students  of 
the  college  of  which  it  is  a representative  make 
it,  and  can  not  obtain  any  lasting  success  with- 
out their  aid. 

y\  FTER  all  the  agitation  during  the  last 
^ ^ two  years  on  the  subject  of  rushes  and 
hazing,  we  have  the  most  gratifying  state  of 
affairs  to  contemplate.  After  a few  disorgan- 
ized scuffles  and  small  scraps  over  banners, 
which  did  not  go  too  far,  and  were  sufficient  to 
show  the  proper  class-spirit,  we  have  the 
situation  of  the  two  lower  classes  slowly  and 
deliberately  preparing  for  their  “cane  spree.’’ 
Surely,  the  lessons  we  have  learned  have 
been  taken  to  heart. 

JUST  as  we  go  to  press  we  learn  that  Ordway, 
’94,  captain  and  right  half-back  of  our  Uni- 
versity foot-ball  team,  has  been  suddenly  called 
home,  and  in  all  probability  it  will  be  six  weeks 
before  he  will  be  able  to  resume  his  position 
on  the  team.  This  will  be  a serious  blow  to 
foot-ball  at  Lehigh,  not  only  because  of  the 
fact  that  Ordway  is  one  of  the  best  ground 
gaining  backs  in  the  country,  but  also  in  that 
the  loss  of  their  captain  at  this  time  in  the 


season  will,  to  a certain  extent,  put  back  the 
development  of  team  work. 

T T is  significant  to  note  with  what  interest 
Dr.  Wilmer  was  heard,  when  he  spoke  to 
the  college  in  chapel  last  Sunday  on  the  race 
problem  in  the  South.  Any  subject  of  vital 
importance  is  at  once  grasped  with  avidity  by 
a young  and  growing  mind,  and  the  problems 
arising  from  the  present  order  of  society,  with 
their  practical  significance,  are  very  welcome 
ideas  to  occupy  a brain  wearied  with  mathem- 
atics and  mechanics  and  machinery.  His 
words  were  those  of  a man  of  experience,  the 
words  of  one  who  knew  whereof  he  spoke, 
and  how  glad  we  would  be  to  hear  others  as 
well  fitted  in  their  especial  fields  of  study  as 
he  is  in  his,  who  could  speak  to  us  on  all  the 
subjects  which  the  terms  society  and  political 
economy  can  suggest. 

SINGLE  game  of  foot-ball  is  a poor 
^ foundation  upon  which  to  base  a pre- 
diction as  to  the  success  or  failure  of  a season’s 
work,  but  the  good  form  shown  by  our  team 
in  the  Dickinson  game  gives  us  cause  to  hope 
for  good  results. 

All  of  the  old  men  played  fully  up  to  their 
last  year’s  form,  while  some  of  them,  notably 
Roderick,  exceeded  expectations.  Of  the  new 
men,  Keyes  played  the  most  aggressively  and 
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brilliantly  and  his  weight  will  prove  a welcome 
addition  to  our  rather  1 ight  rush  line. 

The  game  with  Princeton  should  be  well 
contested  and  we  hope  to  see  the  Jerseymen’s 
score  kept  down  to  as  low  a figure  as  was  made 
by  them  in  their  first  game  of  last  year,  while 
we  expect  to  see  our  hard  running  backs  make 
many  gains  around  the  ends  and  through  the 
line.  We  have  a good  fighting  chance  to 
score. 

^7"HAT  is  especially  encouraging  in 

^ ^ the  foot-ball  prospects  for  this  year, 
is  the  fact  that  there  is  quite  a large  amount  of 
green  material  from  which  some  excellent  sub- 
stitutes may  be  moulded,  and  our  team  will 
not  be  weakened  so  much  by  the  injuries  which 
our  old  men  may  receiv  e.  It  was  a lack  of 
good  substitutes  that  so  crippled  our  team  of 
last  year.  With  all  of  the  men  in  condition  it 
was  strong  enough  to  make  a good  fight 
against  the  best  teams  in  the  country,  but  al- 
most every  important  game  found  one  or  more 
men  laid  up,  and  there  were  none  to  take  their 
place.  From  these  facts,  the  members  of  the 
scrub  will  see  how  important  it  is  for  them  to 
come  out  as  regular  and  to  observe  as  strict 
training  as  do  the  ’Varsity  men,  for  it  is  from 
the  scrub  that  these  substitutes  must  come. 
Besides,  let  the  scrub  remember  that  with  the 
graduation  of  ’Ninety-four  several  places  on 
the  team  will  be  made  vacant,  and  that  the 
training  of  this  year  will  be  of  the  greatest 
benefit  to  them  when  trying  for  these  places 
next  year. 

A I '"''HOUGH  Commencement  Day  is  far 
ahead  in  the  future,  and  it  will  be  many 
months  before  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
will,  for  the  last  time,  hold  a class  meeting, 
sing  the  old  songs,  and  join  in  the  hearty 
slogan  of  ’Ninety-four,  yet  it  is  not  too  early 
to  discuss  a question  that  should  be  of  prime 
importance  to  every  one  of  them. 

Being  the  largest  Senior  Class  that  Lehigh 
has  ever  had,  and  boasting  of  a class-spirit 
inferior  to  none,  ’Ninety-four,  of  all  classes, 


should  be  able  to  leave  behind  them  some 
memorial  of  their  long  sojourn  among  the 
pleasant  groves  and  in  the  classic  halls  of  their 
Alma  Mater.  Something  that  will  recall  to 
the  members  of  every  succeeding  class  that 
there  zvas  a class  called  ’Ninety-four,  and  that 
they  lived  and  loved,  fought  and  flunked, 
were  tried  and  tempted  like  their  successors, 
and  graduated  with  enough  college  spirit  to 
do  something,  however  small,  towards  beauti- 
fying or  making  more  useful  the  University 
that  had  for  four  years  ministered  so  well  to 
their  intellectual  wants. 

Here  at  Lehigh  we  have  but  one  class 
memorial,  the  steps  which  the  Class  of  ’Eighty- 
seven  placed  upon  the  campus,  but  we  feel 
certain,  that  if  ’Ninety-four  does  her  part, 
that  other  classes  will  not  be  slow  to  follow 
the  example,  and  that  a custom  will  be  estab- 
lished, which  will  be  of  great  good  to  the 
college. 

Men  of  ’Ninety-four,  have  you  enough 
class-spirit  to  make  the  small  sacrifice  of 
money  that  will  make  this  project  possible  ? 

There  are  many  forms  which  the  ’Ninety- 
four  memorial  might  be  made  to  take,  but  we 
think  that  a suitable  one  would  be  the 
placing  upon  the  walls  of  the  Library,  of  a 
portrait  of  our  late  President,  Dr.  Lamberton. 
Such  an  act,  by  the  class  which  knew  him 
better  than  any  class  at  present  in  the  LTni- 
versity,  would  be  most  fitting. 

/\T  the  close  of  each  summer,  as  the  col- 
^ legians  take  up  the  work  in  their  unique 
world,  they  feel  that  touch  of  nature  that 
makes  them  all  akin.  Deep  from  the  heart 
comes  the  sympathy  that  goes  out  to  Cornel- 
lians  and  Pennsylvanians  in  the  loss  of  such 
men  as  Witherbee  and  Bayne.  So  powerful 
in  the  national  affairs  have  the  college  men 
become  that  the  newspapers  must  needs  give 
space  to  their  daily  life,  to  their  athletic 
triumphs  and  defeats.  But  many  see  in  them 
only  grasshopper  youths,  who  dance  and  sing 
away  the  spring-time  of  life,  while  the  self- 
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made  man  toils  along  industriously,  finding  no 
time  for  such  frivolity  as  athletics.  And  the 
college  men,  pursuing  the  cheerful  tenor  of 
their  way,  ignore  the  accusers.  They  are 
wrapped  up  too  tightly  in  their  dear  world  to 
wrangle  with  outsiders.  Hero  worshippers? 
Yes.  They  love  the  athletes  of  the  ’Varsity, 
but  are  generous  enough  to  admire  their  rival’s 
idols. 

And  so  the  regret  which  anyone  feels  at  the 
death  of  a promising  young  man,  assumes  in 
the  heart  of  college  men  a tenderer  sentiment, 
even  though  his  name  and  record  only  be 
familiar  to  them. 

WHAT  THE 

T T was  the  night  before  one  of  the  big  battles 
in  the  Valley  of  Virginia.  Such  a night 
as  we  often  have  in  the  early  fall.  The  autumn 
day  had  been  extremely  warm  as  was  shown 
by  the  withering  leaves  and  drooping  blades 
in  the  surrounding  cornfields.  The  evening 
breeze  now  blowing,  was  very  welcome  to  the 
weary  troops,  at  every  moment  marching  upon 
the  ground,  and  throwing  themselves,  tired 
and  exhausted  where  they  had  stood,  trying  to 
obtain  a little  rest  before  the  conflict,  which 
they  knew  must  come  upon  the  morrow. 

The  rising  moon,  show'ing  a portion  of  her 
silver  disc  between  the  lofty  summits  of  two 
hills,  seemed  to  smile  alike  upon  both  Federal 
and  Confederate  camps  as  though  in  derision 
at  the  sight  of  brothers  contending  with  each 
other.  All  along  the  front  of  both  armies,  her 
bright  rays  were  reflected  from  the  white  can- 
vas of  the  tents  and  the  stacks  of  glittering 
rifles,  and  her  smile  seemed  to  be  returned  by 
the  grinning  muzzles  of  the  heavy  guns 
parked  in  their  batteries  in  the  flanks  and  rear. 

Off  to  the  left  of  the  Southern  line,  impatient 
stamps  and  snorts  proclaimed  the  presence  of 
a cavalry  camp,  which  the  fluttering  guidons, 
now  rising  and  standing  stiff  as  iron  in  the 
night  wind,  now  drooping  idly  along  the  slen- 
der staffs — emblematic  of  the  varying  fortunes 
of  the  Southern  arms — showed  to  be  the 


YVitherbee  sacrificing  his  life  to  save  a 
younger  companion  from  drowning,  and  Bayne 
hastening  on  the  dread  appendicitis  by  his 
labors  on  the  diamond  for  his  Alma  Mater, 
are  strong  arguments  that  the  gentleman  in 
us  is  not  always  killed  by  a college  education. 

Sadly,  yet  gladly,  we  add  their  names  to 
that  roll  of  honor  upon  which  shine  the  names 
of  Lamar,  Mapes,  Brockaw,  and  a noble  host 
of  others. 

The  college  world  is  better  for  their  having 
been  among  us.  Our  souls  swell  with  pride 
if  they  are  called  typical  college  men.

— th  Georgia  Cavalry.  Opposite  them,  in  the 
Federal  lines  not  many  hundred  yards  away, 
was  camped  a regiment  of  Northern  horse. 
Scenes  in  one  camp  were  almost  identical  with 
those  in  the  other. 

Around  the  dying  embers  of  a camp-fire,  in 
the  lines  of  the  Georgia  regiment,  three  men 
were  sitting,  conversing  in  low,  earnest  tones: 

‘‘Steelman,’’  said  one,  raising  himself  on  his 
elbow  as  he  spoke,  “ haven’t  you  got  a brother 
in  the  Yankee  army?" 

Possibly  it  was  the  deepening  shadow  cast 
by  the  tent-flap  on  Stedman’s  face,  that 
caused  it  to  darken  a little  as  he  replied 
shortly: 

“Yes,  — th  Maine  Cavalry.” 

“Why — ” broke  in  the  third  man;  “that’s 
— ,’’  and  he  stopped  short  and  contemplatively 
chewed  the  end  of  his  pipe  stem,  glancing 
furtively  at  Stedman  every  now  and  then. 

“This  is  how  it  was,”  said  Stedman,  feeling 
vaguely  that  some  explanation,  however  poor, 
should  be  made. 

“ You  see  we  lived  in  Maryland,  and  Jim — 
lie’s  older’n  me” — he  went  on,  unconsciously 
relapsing  into  the  vernacular  of  his  State — 
“went  no’th  to  college,  then  he  went  into  busi- 
ness up  there  and  married  a New  York  girl. 
He  lived  up  there  for  eight  or  nine  years,  then 
when  war  begun  he  stayed  on  and  till  he  was 
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drafted.  Of  course  lie  had  to  serve  them  un- 
less he  deserted,  and  Jim's  no  coward  whatever 
else  he  is  and  Stedman  relapsed  into  silence, 
and  presently  crawling  under  the  little  shelter- 
tent,  dropped  his  head  upon  his  arms  and 
went  to  sleep. 

Those  few  hours  between  night  and  morn- 
ing, between  life  and  health  and  buoyant  hope 
on  one  side,  and  death  on  the  other  soon 
passed,  and  it  seemed  but  a few  minutes  before 
the  rattling  drums  of  the  infantry  and  the  shrill, 
quick  notes  of  the  cavalry  bugles,  woke  the 
mountain  echoes  with  their  stirring  reveille. 

Soon  the  quick  sharp  rifle- volleys  proclaimed 
the  opening  of  the  fight,  and  throughout  that 
long,  hot  autumn  day,  the  sun  streaming  un- 
mercifully on  their  heads,  did  that  “thin  gray 
line,”  undergo  the  varying  fortunes  of  the 
fight. 

“ Each  stepping  where  his  comrade  stood, 

The  instant  that  he  fell.” 

Night  mercifully  put  an  end  to  the  conflict, 
both  armies  camping  on  the  ground. 

It  seemed  hard  indeed  to  Stedman,  after 
having  fought  throughout  the  whole  day,  that 
he  should  be  selected  for  picket  duty  the  night 
after  the  battle.  Ten  o’clock  came,  and  know- 
ing that  at  least  a half  hour  must  elapse  before 
he  could  be  relieved,  he  lay  down  behind  a 


large  log,  scanning  attentively  the  enemies’ 
picket  line,  or  where  he  thought  it  ought 
to  be. 

Why  was  it,  that  just  at  this  moment,  the 
moon,  that  same  moon  that  laughed  at  the 
pretty  oaths  of  Romeo,  should  have  chosen  to  ] 
throw  its  silver  light,  alike  on  Southern  rifle 
and  on  Northern  breast-buckle. 

Stedman  lying  behind  a log,  caught  sight  of 
a shining  spot  some  eighty  yards  away  which 
betrayed  the  presence  of  a Yankee  sentinel. 
Could  he  but  have  known  it,  his  own  glittering 
rifle  barrel  as  he  raised  it  to  his  shoulder, 
showed  his  own  hiding  place.  One  moment 
more  and  a rifle-shot,  not  one,  but  two  as  one, 
rang  out,  and  the  same  death-like  stillness 
again  prevailed,  and  there  in  the  moonlight 
behind  the  log  lay  Stedman,  a bullet  through 
his  brain.  There  the  relief  found  him,  ten 
minutes  later. 

The  next  morning  these  reports  were  handed 
in  by  the  corporal’s  of  the  guard  in  the  Maine 
and  Georgia  cavalry  regiments.  In  the  one: 
“James  Stedman,  killed  doing  picket  duty;” 
and  the  report  of  the  Confederate  read : 

“ Henry  Stedman,  shot  on  guard.” 

But  only  the  moon  knew  how  it  all  hap- 
pened. Maryland.

FOOT=BALL. 

LEHIGH  52;  DICKINSON  O. 

TYN  Saturday,  Sept.  30,  the  foot-ball  sea- 
son  opened  on  the  athletic  grounds  in  a 
game  with  Dickinson.  It  was  an  interesting 
contest,  not  because  the  teams  were  equally 
matched,  but  for  the  reason  that  Lehigh  men 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  judge  of  the 
merit  of  their  team.  The  good  training  of 
Hefflefinger  and  Graves  surely  revealed  itself 
in  the  superb  work  of  the  whole  team.  With 
but  two  weeks  training  no  better  work  could 
have  been  done,  and  we  doubt  whether  Lehigh 
ever  opened  the  season  in  better  condition. 


The  line  of  course,  is  still  weak,  although 
much  better  than  last  year,  and  this  will  un- 
doubtedly be  a drawback  to  us  in  playing 
against  heavy  teams.  But  the  interference  and 
all  around  play  of  the  backs  was  especially 
good,  and  frequently  did  the  crowd  applaud 
the  long  runs  of  Ordway  and  Roderick.  If  we 
can  take  our  first  game  as  a criterion  of  what 
we  will  do  against  other  teams,  then  all  will 
agree  that  this  year  we  will  have  an  eleven 
worthy  of  Lehigh’s  pride. 

Lehigh  took  the  east  goal  and  gained  25 
yards  on  the  V trick;  and  then  in  a succession 
of  several  plays  without  signals,  the  ball  was 
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rapidly  advanced  up  the  field,  and  in  less  than 
two  minutes  play,  Roderick  had  carried  the 
ball  over  the  line  for  a touch-down.  No  goal. 
Score,  4-0. 

Dickinson  gained  but  little  on  the  wedge, 
and  soon  lost  the  ball  on  a fumble.  Lehigh’s 
quick  play,  and  a 30-yard  run  by  Ordway,  in 
which  he  did  some  excellent  dodging,  brought 
the  ball  within  the  5-yard  line ; and  then  good 
backing  through  center  again  took  it  across. 
No  goal.  Score,  8-0. 

Dickinson  for  a short  time  kept  the  ball  in 
Lehigh’s  territory,  but  Davis  fumbled  the  ball 
and  Best  fell  upon  it.  After  the  ball  exchanged 
sides  several  times,  Ordway  ran  around  the 
left  end  for  a third.  Floyd  kicked  goal. 
Score,  14-0. 

Good  advances  through  the  line  by  Hous- 
ton and  Budd,  some  more  long  runs  around 
the  ends,  and  Ordway  had  again  placed  the 
spheroid  behind  the  line.  No  goal.  Score,  18-0. 

Lehigh  got  the  ball  on  Dickinson’s  fourth 
down,  and  advanced  it  steadily  up  the  field. 
It  then  went  to  Dickinson  on  an  off-side  play, 
but  Houston  tackled  Davis  as  he  was  about 
to  punt,  and  the  ball  went  to  Lehigh  on  the 
fourth  down.  Roderick  then  added  another 
touch-down  by  skirting  the  ends,  and  Mac- 
Clung  kicked  goal.  Score,  24-0. 

Ordway  made  the  last  touch-down  in  the 
half,  but  no  goal  resulting  the  score  stood 
28-0.  In  the  second  half  Dickinson  braced 
up  a little,  and  for  a time  the  ball  passed  from 
one  side  to  the  other.  Floyd  punted  down 
the  field  and  soon  Lehigh  secured  the  ball, 
on  Dickinson’s  inability  to  advance  five  yards,

and  after  some  good  steady  team  work,  the 
ball  went  up  the  field,  and  Ordway  made  the 
touch-down.  Goal.  34-0. 

Some  more  excellent  running,  and  inter- 
ference enabled  Roderick  to  add  another. 
Floyd  kicked  goal.  Score,  40-0. 

Dickinson  opened  with  a free  kick  from  the 
center  of  the  field,  but  Floyd  caught  it,  and 
dodging  Stevens  carried  it  up  to  center  again. 
Some  good  line  work  then  took  place,  and 
Roderick  again  carried  the  ball  over.  Goal. 
Score,  46-0. 

Ordway  made  the  last  touch-down,  and 
Floyd  kicked  goal.  Score,  52-0. 

Thirty  minute  halves  were  to  have  been 
played,  but  since  the  Dickinson  men  were  so 
broken  up,  the  second  half  ended  in  about 
twenty  minutes. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  game  Greenwood 
replaced  Houston,  and  Gadd  and  Tarleton 
successively  replaced  Okeson  on  the  line. 
Nattrass  of  Dickinson  had  his  shoulder  blade 
injured,  and  Hockman  was  much  used  up.

comparison  with  the  complaints  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Junior  Class  who  are  entitled,  by 
the  rules  of  the  University,  to  the  privilege  of 
taking  class  drill  and  doing  book  work  in  the 
Gymnasium  this  term.  This  depression  is 
caused  by  the  tardy  arrival  of  the  new  physi- 
cal director,  the  students  fear  that  if  he  does 
not  soon  come,  that  they  will  have  no  class 
drill  or  book  work  at  all  during  this  term. 
Many  students  feel  that  it  is  an  unnecessary 
hardship  that  they  should  not  be  able  to  have 
class  drill  during  this  magnificent  autumn 
weather,  and  deplore  the  fact,  that  those  regu- 
lations which  are  so  well  designed  to  promote 
the  “harmonious  and  symmetrica!  development 
of  the  individual  student  ” should  even  for  a 
short  period  be  suspended. 

We  can  easily  appreciate  this  intense  long- 
ing for  Gymnasium  work  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  'Ninety  five  and  ’Ninety-six,  but 
must  say  that  we  are  agreeably  surprised  by 
the  hearty  desire  expressed  by  the  Freshmen 
to  have  their  physical  examinations  over  and 
to  start  to  work  immediately.  In  any  case,  we 
hope  soon  again  to  hear  the  merry  click  of  the 
chest  weights  and  the  cheerful  patter  of  the 
feet  on  the  magnificent  fifty-two  lap  to  the 
mile  running  track,  while  we  watch  the  sharp, 


but  good  natured  rivalry  of  the  students  in  at- 
tempting to  break  the  record  for  time  spent  in 
book  work.
